(4) LARRY GOFF initiated a discussion on PL. He 
indicated that the RU in San Jose should make a determined 
effort to drive PL out of San Jose completely and that the 
‘RU should attack PL so as to destroy it on a national basis.

In connection with BRUCE's arguments on the necessity 
of forming a revolutionary people's army, JIM RANSOM came down 
hard on FRANKLIN and JANE FRANKLIN immediately jumped to 
BRUCE's defense and said that such an army actually exists 
today and said that ROXANNE DUNBAR, a comrade from the South, 
is actually relating to a black army. During the discussion, 
JANE FRANKLIN also mentioned the RU Sunnyvale Collective » 
and specifically mentioned that three (3) of its members are 
former students who are now workers. 


On the whole, one could say that no one went away 
from the meeting changed in any way on their respective positions 
but each side did strengthen their own views.

LARRY GOFF proceeded to the jail and bailed SHEN 
out with money he received from the RU, a total of $375. 


WOODY said in conversations during the day that 
on Sunday night, Palo Alto had put out the word that there 
was to be an arrest in their area. He said that some 
RU members in the Bay Area went to Palo Alto with guns 
and cruised around the area, but nothing happened. 


It was also noted in conversations with various 
people that RU standard operating procedure (SOP) will 
now be that if there is an arrest of an RU member, the 
RU will respond in force with guns.

On Friday morning, December 4, 1970 at 9:30 a.m., 
WILLIAM HINTON met with members of the Revolutionary Union (RU) 
at BRUCE FRANKLIN's residence, Palo Alto, California. There 
were 40 to 50 persons present from all parts of the Bay Area. 
HINTON's speech concerned the Chinese revolution and its 
relation to the revolution in the United States. The con- 
clusion reached by HINTON was that the type of revolution 
that took place in China would not work in the United States. 
The speech lasted for an hour and after that, there was a 
question and answer period and questions concertina military 
papers A and B were asked. 


In the discussion that followed, the Palo Alto 
people said that the RU ought to organize in the factories 
and elsewhere around the gun, in support of the black struggle; 
that is to say, “political power grows out of the end of a 
gun" 


The San Jose RU disagreed. They emphasized that 
you must ‘look at what. the people" s needs are at present, and 
move from there. To organize around the gun is “left wing 
adventurism" It was pointed out . that it takes a long time 
to bring about a revolution.
